Death of A Noted Indian Chief. 
From the San Diego Union, May .‘Id. 
On Monday last, at San Pascual, 
Panto, the venerable chief of that vil­ 
lage, was thrown from a horse and 
died instantly. The old settlers of 
Southern California will remember 
him for his polite manners and good 
character. Under the Mexican rule 
he always had the confidence of the 
authorities, and was often called upon 
to aid them in pursuit of malefactors. 
He commanded at San Pascual at the 
time of the battle of Gen. Kearney 
with the native Californians. He then 
hud considerable property in cattle 
and horses, and loaned Commodore 
Stockton a number of oxen and horses 
when the latter started on his march 
to Los Angeles. Panto was never re­ 
munerated by the Government for 
these animals. His land at San Pas­ 
cual lias always been respected—and 
in fact did constitute a regularly or­ 
ganized Pueblo—until within the past 
year or so. Now that Panto, who 
governed his people so well, is gone, it 
is believed they will not linger long 
upon their own planting grounds. 


A Mishap. 
We have a gravel roof on our house, 
and the other day some workmen were 
up there iixiug it. They had a block 
and tackle rigged on the edge of the 
roof, with a rope reaching to the 
ground for the purpose of hoisting the 
tar and gravel.

A Singular Grand Jury Report. 


According to the report of Ihe San 
Francisco Grand Jury, N a p t i i a l y and 
F i t z g e r a l d did not libel or slander 
the De Y 'o u n g family, male and fe­ 
male, when they published In their 
paper, the Sun, an editorial charging 
them with following disgraceful and 
dishonest callings. According to the 
report of the same Grand Jury, the D e 
Y o u n g brothers were not guilty of a 
serious offense when they broke open 
and destroyed the Sun printing office; 
and according to the report of this 
same Grand Jury.Gus. D e Y o u n g was 
engaged in an ulmost innocent pas­ 
time while shooting at N a p t i i a l y 011 
the street. One of two conclusions 
must be reached after reading the re­ 
port. Either the Jury regarded the 
whole m atter as a ease of the kettle 
bandying epithets with the pot; that 
the Sun told but the truth about the 
De 
Y o u n g family; that 
the 
D e 
Y o u n g s were doing the country a ser­ 
vice in breakiug up the Sun office; and 
that they would have added to that 
service had they killed N a p t h a l y ; or 
else the Jury were derilect in their 
duty, and either did not know enough 
or did not desire to vindicate the law. 
Here are the publishers of a leading 
newspaper and their family denounced 
as the vilest of the vile, and the Grand 
Jury holds the utterer of these alleged 
slanders guiltless of wrong doing. 
Here is a party of men who wilfully 
and maliciously destroy private prop­ 
erty and attem pt 
to shed human 
blood, and the Grand Jury virtually 
says that is all right. Are the D e 
Y o u n g s content with this official 
statement that they were not slan- 
dread? Are the Sun proprietors willing 
to adm it that the destruction of their 
office was a lawful act? Does N a p ­ 
t h a l y believe that the soft notes of 
Gus. De Y o u n g 's pistol meant him no 
harm? If the report of the Grand Jury 
is correct, there has been a great deal 
of fuss and feathers about character 
where there was none; about property 
th at had no value, and about a life not 
worth the taking. 


A Farmers' Party. 


The dispatches announce that the 
farmers of Illinois have resolved to or­ 
ganize a political party, and to that 
end have called a State Convention. 
Does this mean that the Grangers are 
to become a distinct individual politi­ 
cal organization? The indications are 
certainly in that direction. The farm­ 
ers are Grangers, and without Granger 
support a farmer’s party would be but 
a name—the shadow of nothing. Sup­ 
pose the movement of the Illinois 
farmers is designed as the initiatory 
step toward converting the Grange 
power into a political party, and that 
this step is followed by others until 
the end and aim is reached, what will 
be the probable result? The Grange 
now holds the enviable position of dis­ 
penser of place and power. It does not 
nominate candidates, but it elects 
them. There is 110 appeal from its 
decisions, which are always based 011 
the integrity and capability of the 
aspirant. No political party can suc­ 
ceed without Grange support, and 
with this fact before them, together 
with the knowledge that the Grange 
supports only the best men, irrespect­ 
ive of political predilections,each party 
strives to place the most competent 
candidate in the lield. As an arbiter, 
the Grange is all powerful; would it 
be alike irresistible as a petitioner? As 
a judge of the candidates brought be­ 
fore it, its judgment isclear and just; 
as the manager of conventions, would 
its clear-sightedness be alike conspic­ 
uous? 
These 
are conclusions and 
questions worthy the consideration not 
only of the farmer community, but of 
all who desire to see the already man­ 
ifested 
purifying influence of the 
Grange on political parties grow and 
continue until the Augean stables are 
cleansed. ___________•

State School Fund for Next Year. 


There is the usual amount of irregu­ 
larity in the new sections of our 
school law added by the last session of 
the Legislature. The means for rais­ 
ing the required amount of money is 
not provided, and there is an irregu­ 
larity in the distribution of the fund. 
The object of the compilers of the law, 
which is too long for reproduction in 
our columns, appears to have been to 
compel the rich and more densely pop­ 
ulated counties to furnish the funds 
for the maiuteuauce of schools in 
poorer localities,where the full amount 
could not be raised without resort to 
special taxation. The irregularity of 
apportionment will be seen by glanc­ 
ing at the tabular statement below. 
Mendocino county, with little more 
than one-third the numberof children, 
receives 
more 
than one-half the 
amount apportioned to Los Angeles 
county, while Alameda county, tvitli a 
greater number of children, receives 
little more than half the amount 
awarded to Los Angeles county. Sac­ 
ramento county, w ith a less number of 
children, receives a larger apportion­ 
ment than Los Angeles county. The 
disproportion, to a greater or less de­ 
gree, is noticeable in all the counties, 
from Alameda to Yuba. The aggre­ 
gate apportionment amounts to $1,- 
liil ,400, yet under the law only $1,100,­ 
000 can be raised. In the tabular 
statement the number of children 
are given as far as last report:

everybody appreciates that fact. Build 
it, and we have gone a long way to­ 
wards fixing the commercial center of 
Southern California a t Los Angeles. 
It will develop the trade in ore and 
bullion with the Cerro Gordo resrionto 
ten 
times its present proportions. 
W ith this road in operation, instead of 
the few large corporations which alone 
can profit by the mining and reduction 
of ore at Cerro Gordo now, we will 
have hundreds of miners at work on as 
m any claims, digging the ore and 
shipping it to this place for reduction. 
Extensive works will here be erected, 
as a m atter of commercial necessity. 
W orkmen will be employed to operate 
them, a fine m arket for fuel will be 
opened, trade will receive a new im ­ 
petus, and a long line of benefits will 
ensue which at present we do not 
dream of. Aside from this, theadvai » 
tages to be derived from this road will 
be more than 
commensurate with 
those enumerated. 
W hen the line is 
extended through to Utah, as it will 
be some day, and direct communica­ 
tion is opened with the Western States 
and through them to the Atlantic sea­ 
board, we will no longer need to pay 
tribute to San Francisco, but Los A n­ 
geles can snap her municipal finger a t 
tho Queen City and, in the language 
of the cards, “ go it alone.” The road 
to Independence is a certainty; we 
trust th at it will be controlled by Los 
Angeles capital, and then there will be 
no fear of a rival. 


The Babcock Extinguisher. 


The Committee of the Council ap­ 
pointed to m ake investigations con­ 
cerning the purchase of a Babcock ex­ 
tinguisher, will probably comnjence 
operations to-morrow, and it is hoped 
th at they will recommend the pur­ 
chase at the next meeting of the Coun­ 
cil.
